TRUCK FOR ARMY 
Is COMPLETED 


— 


Machine Will Be Turned 
Out by July 1. 


LIMA, O., Oct. 8.—The first Lib- 
erty motor truck for the United 
States army, product of the greatest 
mortor truck designers of the coun- 
try and the combined genius of 12 
motor truck plants and 62 automo- 
mile parts factories, was completéd 
here today at a local manufacturing 
plant. 

The standardized machine, of 
which 86,000 copies will be turned 
out intthe first half. of 1918 for the 
army, is said to represent the perfec- 
tion of automobile truck develop- 
ment. Its motor power is derived 
from the the new Liberty motor, re- 
cently perfected at Washington by 
experts. 

Lima is preparing for a great pa- 
triotic demonstration when the new 
army truck is given its first road 
test, probably late this week. High 
army officers, including the Quar- 
termaster-General and possibly Sec- 
retary of War Baker, are arranging 
to attend. Following tests at the 
factory, the truck will start on an 
endurance run to the East. 

The first Liberty motor truck was 
built in the greatest secrecy to pro- 
tect it from enemy eyes. A building 
without windows and lighted only by 
skylights, housed the truck during 
the three weeks of its construction. 
The plant was closely guarded by 


As an added precaution a second 
truck was assembled in an Eastern 
city. As each part was completed 
here, a duplicate was dispatched to 
a Northern New York town, where 
mechanics assembled a second ma- 
chine. If the parts were small, they 
were sent by registered mail. If too 
big to ship that way, trusted me- 
chanics carried them personally by 
train.

RUSSIAN RAILROAD STRIKE

PETROGRAD, Oct. 8.—The gen- 
eral railway strike order which 
promises a complete tie-up of traf- 
fic except sanitary and military 
trains became effective Saturday 
midnight. All passenger trains 
scheduled to leave Petrograd except 
for the front were abandoned.

SPAIN TO DISCIPLINE MEN WHO 
INTERNED U-BOAT THAT ESCAPED 


Ambassador to U. S. Says Govern- 
ment Has pened Courtmartial 
Over Event at Cadiz. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. §.—The 
Spanish Government has taken dras- 
tic action to discipline the officials 
responsible for the safe internment 
of the German submarine which ec.

Provision He Will Put in Ordin- 
ance Would Make Permit Re- 
vokable for Carelessness. 


Following a suggestion made in an 
editorial in yesterday’s Post-Dis- 
patch, Street and Sewer Commission- 
er Talbert today said he would in- 
clude in an automobile regulation or- 
dinance, which he is now preparing, 
a provision requiring all drivers of 
automobiles, owners as well as cheuf- 
feurs, to obtain a license from the 
city, and making this license revoca- 
ble on proof of careless driving. 


The town of Fairfield, Me., recent- 
ly inaugurated this system as a 
means of safeguarding traffic. Tal- 
bert’s ordinance will include motor 
cycles in the scope of the license law 
and also will provide that a mechan- 
ical examination of the applicant’s 
automobile or motor cycle be made 
before a licénse is issued. 

»The American Automobile Asso- 
ciation in February of this year 
placed itself on record as approving 
the licensing of all drivers,“ said D- 
rector Talbert. The Safety First 
Federation of America also has in- 
dorsed this plan. Both organizations 
favor the revocation of a driver's 
license, whether he be owner or 
chauffeur, in case of carelessness or 
intoxication. They suggested that 
cities should issue to each owner and 
driver a card of identification bearing 
his photograph.” 

Director Talbert said he did not 
contemplate going so far as calling 
for the revocation of a license on 
grounds of intoxication, but that he 
favored such revocation for careless- 
ness, whether due to intoxication or 
any other cause.

Living Is Fabulous, Investi- 
gator Declares. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—Clothing 
and shoes for destitute Jewish schoo! 
children in Russia, of whom there 
are now 50,000 dependent on relief 
organizations, are needed badly ac- 
cording to Herman Bernstein, editor 
of the American Hebrew, who has 
just returned from that country, 
where he went to study the condi- 
tions of the Jews after the revolu- 
tion, in a report submitted to the di- 
rectors of the Central Relief Com- 
‘mittee, 51 Chambers street. The 
suffering of the Jews in Russia is ap- 
palling, he said, and urged the com- 
mittee to dispatch clothing at once 
before winter sets in. Bernstein 
added that permission for the ship- 
ment of this needed apparel could be 
had from Ambassador Bakhmeteff. 
who assured him recently that he 
could secure a permit from his Gov- 
ernment:to put aside some. space on 


Bernstein's report in part fs as tol⸗ 
lows: 

Best Workers Now Lost. 

“We must take into consideration 
that all the youngest and strongest 
men of Russian Jewry are at the 
front, that many of those who de- 
voted all their energies to Jewish 
work, especially to the one great 
Jewish cause which united all Rus- 
sian Israel, ow are scattered 
throughout Russia, working for vari- 
ous parties, in the preparatory activ- 
ities for the constituent Assembly. 
In other words, the best and most 
enthusiastic workers for Jewish re- 
lief are lost for the present, at a 
time when the most intensive work 
is essential. 

In the meantime winter is setting 
in. The cost of living in Russia is 
fabulous. The cost of bread, of other 
necessities, of food, of clothing, of 
shoes, is prohibitive even for the 
‘moderately well-to-do. The shares 
allowed by the relief committees to 
the refugees are not sufficiént under 
present conditions to enable old peo- 
ple, the sick and the children to keep 
body and soul together. b 
“We must help, above all, the 50, 
000 Jewish school children who have 
been cared for during the war by the 


generation Russian Jéwry will re- 
main crippled morally and culturally, 
even as a great portion of it is now 
crippled physically. 

50,000 Children Destitute. 
Something must be done without 
delay to keep these 50,000 children 
from dying of hunger and cold dur- 
ing this winter. Even if the Russian 
Relief Committee had millions to dis- 
tribute it could not secure. clothing 
and shoes for the refugees and their 
children. The prices are too high 
and besides, it is next to impossible 
tc buy clothing and shoes in Russia. 
It has therefore occurred to me, and 
the Petrograd Committee agreed 
with me, that American Jewry could 
render no greater immediate service 
to Russian Jewry than by sending, 
without delay, clothing and shoes for 
the 50,000 martyr children who oth- 
erwise will be kept from the schools. 
I know how difficult it is to make 
shipments to Russia at the present 
moment. I know that Russia is 
using all its tonnage for munitions 
and hospital supplies, but I feel con- 
ident that a way can be found to ar- 
range the shipment of such a gift 
to young Russian Israel. 1 have dis- 
cussed this matter with Ambassador 
Ihakhmeteff in Washington, and he 
assured me that he could secure a 
permit from his Government to set 
aside space for a shipment of shoes 


Let us enable the school children 
of the Jewish war sufferers to con- 
tinue their Jewish education. Let us 
do something concrete which will be 
more ‘welcome and better appreciated 
‘than any sum, however large. Let 
us help to keep up the Jewish spirit 
in the young Jewish citizens of the 
Russian republic in these days of 
strife and alarm and unrest, so that 
they may grow to be the standard 
bearers of a free Jewry in a great

ST. PAUL, Minn., Oct. &.—Follow- 
ing are the alleged disloyal passages 
from the speech of Senate La Fol- 
lette before the Nonpartisan League 
here Sept. 20, which caused peti- 
tions demanding his expulsion to be 
forwarded to the Senate: 

“Now, fellow citizens, we are in 
the midst of a war. For my own 
part I was not in favor of beginning 
the war. I didn’t mean to say we 
had not suffered grievances. We 
had, at the hands of Germany, seri- 
ous grievances; we had cause for 
complaining; they had interfered 
with the rights of American citizens 
to travel upon the high seas on ships 
loaded with munitions for Great Brit- 
ain. And, gentlemen, I would not be 
understood as saying we didn’t have 
grievances; we did, and upon those 


insufficient, considering the amount 
involved and the rights involved, 
which was the right to ship muni- 
tions to Great Britain with American 
passengers on board to secure a.safe 
transit. We had a right, a technical 
right, to ship munitions, and the 
American citizens had a technical 
right to ride on those vessels. I was 
not in favor ot riding on them be- 
cause it seemed to me when the con- 
sequences resulting from any de- 
struction of life that might occur 
would be so awful, I say (a voice: 
‘Yellow’)—any man who says that in 
an audience where he can conceal 
himself is yellow himself.

‘Put him out.“) I say this, that the 
comparatively small privilege of the 
right of an American citizen to ride 
on a munition-loaded ship flying a 
foreign flag is too small to involve 
this country in a loss of millions and 
hundreds of millions of lives. 


lieve we should have gone into this 
war for that poor privilege, the right 
of an American citizen to travel upon 
a, foreign vessel loaded with muni- 
tions of war, because a foreign vessel 
ioaded with munitions of war is tech- 
nically foreign territory, and an 
American citizen takes his own life 
in his own hands, just as much as 
he would ig he were on the territory 
of France and camped in the neigh- 
borhood of an arsenal.

HOOVER TO EXPERIMENT ON 
5-CENT LOAF OF WAR BREAD 


Plan is to Establish Standardized 
Recipe, to Save Sugar, Lard and 
Milk 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 
delphia is to be the scene of an, ex- 
periment by Herbert C. Hoover, na- 
tional food administrator, in the 
bread. It also is proposed to estab- 
ing and making the bread. The new 
war loaf, it is said, will affect a sav- 
ing of sugar, lard and milk, and yet 
be wholesome. : 

The Department of Agriculture, in 
co-operation with Hoover, has sent 
D. R. Jacobs of the Bureau of Chem- 
istry here to instruct bakers in the 
preparation of the bread. Jacobs 
said in an interview: The exact 
weight of the new loaf I cannot tell 
at present, but I will say that its 
size will affect a considerable saving 
over present prices. After the experi- 
ment is tried out in this city we shall 
establish the same methods and 
recipes in every section of the United 
States.“ 

According to Jacobs, the new bread 
is the result of a long series of ex- 
periments to determine . whether 
there was some way in which the 
steadily increasing price could be 
lowered, The experiments met with 
success, both from the chemical and 
mechanical standpoint, he said. 


FORBID POLICEMEN TO ACCEPT

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 8&.—Tne 
prosecution in the case of Mayor 
Smith and his eight co-defendants 
charged with conspiracy to murder, 
today called to the stand Michael J. 


O’Sullivan, the detective who had a 
hand in bringing the gunmen from 
New Tork to “roughhouse” the 
Fifth Ward on primary election day. 
Q'Sullivan is said to be a former 
member of the New York Legisla- 
ture. It then became known for the 
tirst time that O'sullwan had been 
arrested Saturday night by the Dis- 
fice and his where- 
abouts kept a secret from the city 
police. 

It was stated that O’Sullivan vol 
untarily turned State’s evidence. He 
testified that two days before the 
primary election in the presence of 
Isaac Deutsch, leader ot the political 
faction in the Fifth Ward, alleges 
to have bargained for the gunmen, 
and a man who he thought was a 
city magistrate, whose name has 
been mentioned in the case, he was 
ordered by Samuel G. Maloney, su- 
perintendent of a detective agency, 
to go to New York and get 18 men.

The significant inwardness of 
Count Czernin’s peace plea lies in 
the fact that it was addressed to and 
applauded by an audience essentially 
anti-German. Austria-Hungary lon; 
has chafed under the yoke in which 
military necessity until now has con- 
fined her. The prospect of con- 
tinued subjection to German dicta- 
tion through a long war and even 
into peace times, more and more has 
galled Austria Hungary. 

There has been, in addition to a 
naturally growing peace yearning of 
the overburdened masses, a power- 
ful Government desire. for peace, 
which means only a breaking loose 
from Germany. This has been long 
a tremendous motive. power behind 
Austria-Hungary’s peace offensives. 
In particular it explains the persis- 
tency with which Count Czernin haz 
been backed by the peace Kaiser, 
Karl. a 

No longer its own military master, 
Austria at least has tried to make a 
last desperate bid for its own soul by 
seizing the diplomatic initiative and 


‘taking the diplomatic bit in its own 


teeth. 

“Declaraton of Independence.“ 

Immediate peace emancipation 
from Germany or continuance of the 
war with complete loss of indepen- 
dence are the only alternatives Aus- 
tria-Hungary can see. In the light 
of Austria-Hungary’s dilemma, ac- 
cording to well-informed insiders, 
Count Czernin’s speech must be re- 
garded as a hypothetical declaration 
of independence. It is interpreted 
as subtle appeal to the rest of the 
world with England and America in 
the first line, to save Austria from 
the grip of the mailed fist by the 
only means she can think of—im- 
mediate peace with ultimate disarm- 
ament, particularly with an anxious 
eye to the disarmament of Germany. 

Count Czernin’s speech the 
last alarm-cry, the laat prese an 
honest man stemming hWnself 
against forces which he knows soon 
will prove too strong for him and 
will overwhelm him,” a Hungarian 
patriot interpreted for the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent. 

Czernin has against him the pan- 
Germans and annexationists in Hun- 
gary, who claim a revival of the.war 
spirit there. Opinion among these 
classes is that both Austria and 
Hungary can demand annexations ir: 
compensation for sacrifices, if it is 
necessary to fight on. 

Opposed by Pan-Germans. 

Driving the Russians out of Buko- 
wina, they say, not only sent spirits 
soaring throughout Austria, but af- 
forded the armies a long period. of 
rest and recuperation, particularly 
the Hungarians. These, they declare, 
are now in fine fighting trim. Sol- 
diers over 46 have been released and 
sent home, though only fathers of 
large families are being similarly 
spared by imperial decree. Food 
conditions in Hungary, the annexa- 
tionigts say, are improved. The 
meatless day,“ they declare, is no 
more.

—A British cruiser stopped an out- 
ward-bound Spanish steamer seven 
miles off the coast, according to ad- 
vices received here. The steamer 
was held up, it is supposed, in the 
belief that Count Karl von Luxburg, 
the former German Minister to Ar- 
gentina, who recently was given his 
passport, might be on board. 


A Buenos Ayres dispatch, Oct. 5, 
said that Count von Luxburg left 
Argentina on that day, taking a tug 
to Colonia, Uruguay, and proceeding 
by train to Montvideo, where he 
boarded a Spanish steamer which 
later sailed for Spain. He was said 
to have a Spanish safe conduct 
which diplomats in Argentina con- 
sidered sufficient to protect his 
person, but not his. papers, from 
capture.

Police Board Bookkeeper to Testify 
About Request He Had Investi- 
gated and Found Claims a 
Myth.

BETRAYED NATION

Regime Sold Military Secrets 
to Germany. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—The Herald 
today prints a copyrighted article by 
Herman Bernstein, who recently dis- 
closed the Willy-Nicky“ letters, 
dealing with the alleged intrigues 
and plots in the United States on the 
part of representatives of the old re- 
gime in Russia in behalf of Ger- 
many. 

Much of the plotting, he declares. 
was done by members of the com-. 
mission which was sent to this coun- 
try to supervise the purchases of mu- 
nitions for the Russian Government. 
Through them, he says, military se- 
crets were bétrayed to the enemy for 
large sums of money; orders were 
placed with enemy firms, which de- 
layed the war materials, and finally 
furnished Russia with \useless guns 
and shrapnel, and ships carrying sup. 
plies produced by American and 
Canadian firms were blown up as 


the direct result of information S V- 


en by traitors on the Russian com- 
mission to the German agents. 
Munition Plant Blown Up. 
Bernstein gives what he says is 
the history of the great munition 
plant that was blown up on Black 
Tom Island and says by implication 
that the entire affair was engineered 
by members of the Russian commis- 
sion. One of the most prominent of 
these members, he relates, conceived 
the tdea that it would be better for 
Russia to manufacture its own mu- 
nitions in America than to place or- 
ders with American firms, and enor- 
mous sums were expended, at his 
recommendation, on the Black Tom 
plant, the work being done under 
the Russian commission's direction. 
The plant was blown up, he says, 
after it had been completed and at a 
time when large quantities of sup- 
plies were about to be shipped. He 
declares that according to testimony 
given before a special committee of 
investigation in Russia when\he was 


sian commission kept German agents 
well informed regarding progress of 
work on the plant. His figure on the 
loss in the explosion is $40,000,000. 
Names Some of Plotters. 

Among the arch plotters in this 
country Bernstein names Col. Nekra 
soff, a member of the Russian com- 
mission, and a Mme. Mirolubskaya. 
whose ndmission to this country Col. 
Nekrasoff obtained when she was 
detained by the immigration authori- 
ties, by the representation that she 
was his sister. This woman, Bern- 
stein says, compromised an Austrian 
who was a close friend of the Aus- 
trian Consul in New York to such 
an extent that to avoid scandals 
which would have led to imprison- 
ment he acted as an intermediary 
between Col. Nekrasoff and herself 
on the one hand, and Austrian agents 
on the other. Nekrasoff, he declares 
quickly acquired half a million dol- 
lars by the sale of Russian military 
secrets to Austria, and the womaa 
also amassed a large sum. 

The betrayers of their country 
Bernstein has said in a previous ar- 
ticle, had the backing of the Czarina, 
of Rasputin the monk, and of many 
other powerful persons in Russia 
who were working in the interests 
of Germany. The New York home 
of Rosika Schwimmer, who induced 
Henry Ford to finance the peace ex- 
pedition to Stockholm, he says, 
served as a meeting place for Col. 
Nekrasoff, Count ven Bernstorff an!

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INEERS MEET 


Strong Government control, pref- 
erably through the medium of the 
Federal Trade Commission, was reo: 
ommended for the bituminous coal 
industry at the opening today of the 
one hundred and fifteenth meeting 
of the American Institute of Mining 
Engineers at the Planters Hotel, ina 
paper prepared by Francis 8. Pea- 
body of Chicago, chairman of the 
coal production committee of the 
Council of National Defense, which 
was read to the gathering. 

The mining engineers wil be in 
session until Friday, part of which 
time will be spent in. visiting indus- 
tries in and about St. Louis, the Jop- 
lin zinc miming district and the Tul- 
sa, Ok., oil fields. 

Peabody, in his paper, dwelt on 
the so-called bad features of the 
present system of producing coal, 
which he said was not only wasting 
the heritage of the people, but which 
was placing almost insurmountable | 
difficulties for successors to over- 
come in working thinner veins of 
coal that are left. 

Waste Is Pointed Out. 

Peabody declared it would be far 
better if a situation could be created 
in the near future by a Gowvernment- 
regulated mining business, which 
would cause present properties to be 
operated on a reasonable basis, re- 
turning a fair percentage of recovery 
in coal, with regulations that would 
insure the best conditions for che 
safety of life and limb, and 80 
founded that the operator would be 
assured a reasonable return on the 
capital invested. 

The mining business, Peabody as- 
serted, is beset by all manner of 
waste—waste of natural resources, 
waste of the human element and 
waste of capital, and the people do 
not seem to realize how déarly future 
generations will have to pay for this. 


Charge. 
LONDON, Oct. 8.—aA dispatch to 
the Daily News from British head- 
quarters in Flanders makes special 
reference to the gallantry of some 
Irish troops in last Thursday’s bat- 


tle in Flanders. 

Previous to the battle, says the 
dispatch, they had made a petitiion 
to be allowed to go in, and when 
they went, they could hardly be re- 
strained. They had a difficult job, be- 
cause the front which they attacked 
was one of those shy areas where 
they could not a ce in a straight 
line, but had to turn half way 
through and swing half left. 

“They were so keen at starting 
that many of them went right into 
our barrage. They kept up with it 
all the way, carried out their awk- 
ward movement admirably, got to 
their final line and then romped on 
and “dug in“ with anything in the 
way of the enemy or defensive posi- 
tion. They beat off a counter-at- 
tack in the early afternoon and 
took many prisoners. 

“After the fight our men found an 
Irish officer in a shell hole with 4 
wound in his thigh, where an artery 
was cut. In the shell hole with him 
was a German soldier, who squatted 
with both thumbs pressing on the 
artery and had been so squatting, 
holding the artery for two long 
hours. It was something of a feat of 
physical endurance in itself, and it 
undoubtedly saved the Irish officer’s 
life.“

Among operators the desirability 
of harmonious relations is beginning 
tc be felt, Prof. Young said, but as. 
vet there is little practical co-opera- 
tion. The competition between indi- | 
vidual operators, working in the 
same parts of the district, has been 
partially eliminated in some cases, 
though not in all; but there is by no 
means such a harmonious relation of 
different districts over the State as 
would make possible the economical 
distribution of output and the elim- 
ination of a part of the waste due to 
overcapacity and destructive com- 
petition. He said it was prdbable 
that co-operation among producers 
would become thoroughly estab- 
lished only after some wid control 
of the industry had been assumed by 
the State or by the nation.

Since 1913, in which year the State formally deprived — 
utility companies of any property value in their franchises, the St. Louis 
City Government has levied franchise taxes on this Company (mill tax 


and underlying ordinance taxes) averaging over $440,000 a year, for a 
total of approximatety $1,750,000. 


Logically, the City should have quit taxing our 
franchises the day the State took their property 


value from us. ä 


Actually, since 1913 we have been asked to pay 
$1,750,000 of City taxes on property we didn't own. 


Whatever else the City’s street railway settlement 
ordinance may do, it should stop the taxing of this 
business on property values which the State has taken 
from us and has restored to the general public. 


1 since the street railway business no longer con- 
tains any public (franchise) value, it should be taxed exactly the same 
as any other privately owned business requiring no franchise. ) 


There is no valid excuse for laying extra taxes on a street 
railway unless, after giving good service, financing needed extensions 
and paying good wages, a fair return on investment and its fair share of 
the property taxes, its rates yield a net surplus income big 
enough to he worth considering. 


If after meeting the above requirements the street railway 


earns a considerable net surplus income, the City Government can 
fairly assert, subject to the State Commission's paramount —— a 


right to dispose of that surplus. 
In such case the city may fairly claim a large per- 
centage of such surplus for other public uses, as some cities do, or it 
may ask that car fares be reduced to absorb the surplus, as in Cleveland, 


where the City Government taxes the street railway only $325,000 a year, 
as against $910,000 a year here, not including our $230,000 a. your

There is on the part of the United States no 
engagement or promise under the Monroe Doc- 
trine while Japan voluntarily announces that 
she, herself, will engage not to violate the po- 
littcal or territorial integrity of her neighbor, 
and to observe the open door and equal oppor- 
tunity, at the same time asking other nations 
to respect these principles. 

Of course, the distinction he points out is a 
very real one. Had the Monroe Doctrine imposed 
the same obligation Japan professes to observe, 
we could not have taken the territory acquired 
from Mexico in 1848, or the Gadsden purchase an- 
nexation, or Porto Rico, or the Virgin group just 
as ge, from Denmark. 

At the time the Monroe Doctrine was affirmed 
certain European nations had very substantia! 
rights in Latin-America, suspended only ‘by suc- 
cessful revolutions, and a combine was formed 
to assert those rights by force. In using all its 
moral strength against this combine the United 
States pledged also the use of its military 
strength, should it become necessary.
